es.  What  are  considered  the  five  rarest  Half  Eagles?  My  friend 
can  t agree  on  the  same  coins.  G.  //.,  Oakland,  Calif. 

Let  us  assume  that  you  mean  dates  and  mintmarks  not 
varieties.  Probably  the  most  renowned  rarity  in  the  entire' Half 
series,  if  not  in  the  whole  U.S.  field,  is  the  famous  1822.  One 
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of  the  three  known  is  in  the  Mint  collection,  now  in  the  Smithsonidj 
the  second  is  in  the  Eliasberg  collection;  the  third  was  lately  sold  i j 
of  the  Brand  collection.  After  the  1822  comes  the  so-called  1 8 1 
over  1824,  which  apparently  only  exists  in  proof.  The  discov  I 
example,  from  the  Earle  and  Clapp  collections,  is  owned  by  Mr.  Eli* 
berg.  Two  or  three  others  have  been  reported,  but  we  have  not  sal 
them,  or  else  have  not  been  satisfied  of  the  overdate  There 
several  contenders  for  third  place.  Both  types  of  the  1829  (La 
planchet,  date,  stars  and  letters,  type  of  1828;  Small  planchet,  dc 
stars  and  letters,  type  of  1830)  have  been  claimed  as  next  to 
1822  in  rarity  Waldo  Newcomer's  inventory  states  that  four 
known  of  the  former,  five  of  the  latter,  although  the  "type  of  '3 
catalogs  higher  in  the  Standard  Catalog.  Recently  however  the  1H 
Large  date  supposedly  sold  for  $1  1,000.,  which  indicates  that  Ne1 
comer  was  on  the  right  track.  Another  nomination  for  a really  r 
Half  Eagle  is  the  little  known  1841  "O".  This  coin  hsts  for 
Fine  and  $40.  Unc.  in  the  latest  (8th  Edition)  Guidebook,  but 
would  happily  pay  at  least  $1,000.  for  an  authentic  specimen.  So 
8 350  '41  "O's"  were  allegedly  coined,  but  the  1840  O dies  w- 
not  destroyed  until  after  the  first  8,300  had  been  struck,  so  it 
possible  that  those  were  dated  1840.  Only  one  1 84 1 O is  kna 
to  us  at  the  moment.  A New  York  collector  picked  it  up  (a: 
sleeper)  at  the  Farouk  sale  last  year.  It  had  earlier  been  in  the  C 
Green  hoard.  While  far  from  a "classic"  rarity,  this  is  one  coir 
would  pay  to  look  for  in  the  usual  odd  places.  We  will  pay  a reasj 
able  asking  price  for  the  first  one  that  shows  up,  even  though  th 
should  be  a few  floating  around.  Still  another  contender  is  the  lo 
with  curled  2 and  twelve  stars.  Some  years  ago  Wayte  Raym< 
could  only  locate  three  specimens,  after  considerable  search.  One 
these  is  in  the  Mint  collection;  another  is  in  the  Eliasberg  collecl 
(ex  Atwater) ; a third  is  in  the  Byron  Reed  collection  m the  Om« 
City  Library;  a fourth  was  sold  with  the  Farouk  collection.  Of 
other  famous  dates,  about  seven  examples  each  ore  known  ot; 
1815  and  1798  Small  Eagle,  while  1827,  1828/7,  1828,  1854 
and  1824  follow  close  upon  their  heels.  Of  course,  if  you  intenc 
include  Proofs  in  the  reckoning,  then  the  two  dates  1 838  and  U 
would  nudge  even  the  1822  out  of  place  Only  one  1838  in  !. 
has  turned  up;  this  is  in  the  Byron  Reed  collection.  Only  two  18- 
in  Proof  are  known  to  have  been  made,  and  neither  of  these 
located  They  were  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  by  the  Du 
tor  March  22,  1839,  as  samples  of  the  new  Coronet  design_ 
other  dates  from  1820  to  1833  are  about  equally  rare  m Pr 
R-8's  or  borderline  R-8's,  as  detailed  in  the  recent  Monograph 
Proofs  by  Walter  Breen. 

You  cannot  let  prices  paid  indicate  the  "rarest"  coin  in  any  sei 
Rare  actually  means  the  number  known,  while  price  suggests  the  r 
"valuable"  piece,  although  not  all  prices  are  as  reliable  as  they 
pear  at  first  glance.  What  one  man  will  pay  at  a particular  time 
a specific  coin  depends  not  only  upon  the  coin,  but  how  it  is 
to  him  what  advantage  he  can  obtain  by  purchase  at  that  monr 
other  than  ownership,  and  a host  of  other  angles,  many  of  therr 
prime  importance.

Ans  This  ultimately  boils  down  to  deciding  whether  this  d 
issued  during  the  last  few  days  of  December,  1792  in  the  Mint 
intended  as  a regular  issue  or  as  a pattern.  That  it  circulated  b> 
witness  only  to  its  full  weight  and  value  as  copper,  and  to  the  r 
for  small  change.  The  other  coins  of  1792  have  been  discusse* 
the  recent  monograph  ITHE  U.  S.  PATTERNS  OF  1792  by  Wd 
Breen;  The  Coin  Collector's  Journal,  March-April  1954;  $l-bU), 
the  conclusions  there  drawn  were  that  the  disme  and  half  disme  * 
struck  outside  the  mint  under  official  auspices,  and  that  the 
center  cent  and  small  copper  cent  without  silver  plug  were  pattfl 
because  they  failed  to  conform  to  the  demands  of  the  Mint  Ac: 
April  2 1792,  which  called  for  a cent  weighing  264  grains.  On 
other  hand,  the  Birch  Cent  would  seem  to  come  as  nearly  as  posM 
to  the  definition  of  a regular  issue  for  circulation,  despite  the  4

devices  legends  and  weight;  it  was  actually  thrown  into  circulatl 
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j (significantly)  Thomas  Jefferson  referred  to  the  large  Birch  Cent
